Until the House Gets Out of the World's Fair 
' Dilemma. 

: Washington, July 31.—The future of this 

session of congress depends altogether on 

the treatment of the world’s fair appropria- 


tion as contained in the sundry civil bill. 
- $versthing else which threatened trouble, 


{ncluding the auti-option bill, has been dis- 
posed of in some way. The house has got- 
ten itself into a dilemma by voting to con- 
cur in the senate’s world’s fair amendments 
svithout being able to finally pass the bill. 
There are but two ways of escape. One 
is to secure a majority vote.on the motion 
to table the pending motion to reconsider 
that vote and the other is to reconsider the 
vote by which the amendments were con- 
curred in. The latter is the most probable 
outcome of the present situation which would 
mean the adoption of one of the several 
compromise appropriations which have 
been put forward. When this is doue speedy 
adjournment will be had.

THE WORLD'S FAIR TROUBLE. 


No Change in the Position of A ffairs—Will 
There Be a Compromise? 


Washington, July 31.—There has been no 
material change in the attitude of the re- 
spective sides in the house with regard to 
the world’s fair appropriation, and when 
that body meets tomorrow it will be with 
a state of affairs practically unchanged 
from what it was when adjournment was 
taken Saturday. Neither side has been 
doing very active work today, but each has 
contented jtself- with reveiwing what has 
been accomplished and discussing the pros- 
pect of an early termination of the deadlock. 
Lrue, memebers of the house opposed to the 
appropriation have been discussing,.in an 
informal way, several propositions looking 
to a compromise of the difficulty that have 
already been suggested and it may be that 
one of them will take forma] shape before 
the pending contest is inuch older. 

In the house tomorrow Mr. Holman will 
call up his joint resolution to extend the 
appropriation. carried by the sundry. civil bill 
for the last fiscal year until August 4th. 

As“tomorrow is susupension day the res- 
Olution, it is said, can be called up, notwith- 
standing the “regular order” in some oth- 
er motion. This motion, it is expetted, 
will be fonght by the world’s fair people, 
who will insist that inasmuch as the sundry 
civil bill can be enacted into law almost as 
soon as the joint resolution can be, if 
the opponents of the fair appropriation will 
abide. by the decision of a majority of the 
votes cast in favor of it there is no necessi- 
ty for a joint resolution extending the ap- 
propriation. Mr. Hol 


olman says he would 
not agree to the amendm ‘nt to the resolution 
extending the appropriations until Decem- 
ber. Such an amendment, if carried, would 
defeat the world’s fair appropriation. This 
assurance was made in answer to the sug- 
estion of the world’s fair peopte, that he 
ad such an amendment in view When he 
offered the resolution and which was one 
of the reasons why Mr. Hopkins objected 
to consideration of the resolution yesterday.

FINN’S RIGHT 


His Friends Know It—Will Pight 
Again in Three Weeks. 


Mbmphjs, Tenn., July 21.—(Special.)— 
For nearly four hours today Micky Finn, 
of Denver, and Jack Davis, of Texas, 
fought across the river in Arkansas for a 
two-hundred-and-fifty-dollar purse. It was 
after the sun had gone down and left the 
forest dark that Referee Kennedy called 
the fight a draw. Finn’s body, above the 
waist, displayed a lovely shade of deep, 
navy blue, while Davis was somewhat 
bloody and well fagged out. The fight, 
drawn in the fifty-first round, was one of 


the fiercest ever seen in this part of the | 


country between light-weights, both men 
weighing in close to 130 pounds. They 
have won clever battles in various. parts 
of the country and a number of sports 
came to the fight from Chicago and New 
Orleans. Only 200 sports were allowed at 
the ring side. 

Finn is a well-built little Irishman with 
a terrific left-arm blow. Davis is spare 
but fought in splendid trim. The Irish- 
man had the best of the fight in the first 
few rounds but Davis landed a blow that 
crippled Finn’s right arm. After that 
Davis landed on Micky’s left shoulder until 
it was swollen twice its natural size. Finn 
skirmished for Davis’s neck and raised blis- 
ters on the left side of it. The punishment 
of both men was most severe. Conley, 
the Ithaca giant, seconded Finn. He said 
the punishment was the heaviest he had ever 
seen administered by light-weights. 

Wntil the tenth round Finn had the best 
of the fighting, but Davis got a second 
breath and the force of his blows was re 
doubled. Finn was knocked down several 
times, but he came up with a smile, ghost- 
ly by reason of a heavily swollen lip. 

Davis’s gameness and Finn’s endurance 
were :he features of the scrap. The play 
of both men was largely on their opponent's 
necks. After the twentieth round Davis 
forced the fighting. Finn began to weaken 
in the thirteenth round but picked up breath 
by the time the fortieth round was reach- 
ed. In the next ten rounds was heavy 
hammering, but both men became groggy.

MAKE THEIR OWN RATES, 


War Between Railroads Continue at Mem- 
phis—Cheap Rates to the West. 
Memphis, Tenn., July 31.—The Memphis 
Passenger Asscoiation is on the verge of 
disruption. The long’ threatened rate 
war between the railroads centering here 
has broken out at last and as a consequence, 


eastbound passenger rates have gone all | 


to pieces. 

Hostilities, it is claimed, were precipitat- 
ed by the Kansas City, Memphis and Bir- 
mingham railroad which kicked clear out 
of the association and issued orders to its 
agents to sell tickets to eastern points at 
rates that bring joy to the public and grief 
to the stockholders. The trouble was all 
caused by the rate war whicb-has existed 
for some time between Cincinnati and the 
east. The Louisville and Nashville and the 
Chesapeake and Qhio were reaping a harvest 
by selling tickets to Cincinnati at full rates, 
while passengers would take advantage of 
the low rates to eastern points. This took 
a great deal of business away “from the 
Birmingham route and the Memphis and 
Charleston, which asked the association 
for permission to meet the cut. Their pe- 
titions were refused, whereupon the Birming- 
ham route withdrew and made rates ou 
its own account. The Memphis and Charles- 
ton also commenced cutting and as a result, 
war has been declared. It is understood that 
the Louisville and Nashville and the Chesa- 
peake and-Ohie will also join in the fracas 
and make rates still lower. The war, if 
it is not settled at once, will spread to New 
Orleans and other points. The Illinois Cen-

FIRED THE RESERVATION. 


Trouble _Ketween Indians and Intr uders 
| ps May Be Called Out. 


Spokane, Wash., July 31.—There is trouble 
brewing among the Indians of Colville reserva- 
tion, and in ail BE ppt mgr United States 
troops may be called .out to quell the fthreat- 
ened uprising: The Indians are in arms 
against white invaders, and have fired the 
reservation in order to drive them off. 

T. ©. Chaplin, who has arrived at Spokane 
from Marus, brings the startling news. He 
says prospectors have ‘been clubbed and 
driven out. One party Was stoned Tuesday 
and driven clear to the Columbia river ferry. 
Large fires are oop! over the reservation, 
and it is believed the Indians have turned 
cendiaries to compel the white men to leave 
the coveted land. The Indians are sullen, 
and are said to be grrenne a pow-wow which 
will possibly lead to trouble. Chief cken 
has gone towards Fort Spokane with twenty- 
five tribes, and has expressed the determina- 
tion of clearing the reservation of all intrud- 
ers.

The North} Caroilna Senator Talks in No 
Uncertain Tone. 

The following letter to the editor of Sh? 
Chariotte Observer is taken from that paper: 

“Gombroon, -Near Black Mountain, N. C., 
July 27.—J. P. Caldwell, Dear Sir: I take 
ho exception to your comment on my recent 
letter to the Mecklenburg €ounty Alliance, 
beyond the fact that you authoritatively des- 
ignate me as differing from my party and 
misrepresent my words with theletter before 
you. The charge that a democrat is at vari- 
ance Wit. his party who refuses to favor 
the unconditional repeal of the Sharman jaw, 
depends for its truth on what the pfigrty laid 
down in its platform at Chicago, if firomises 
and pledges amount to anything. Wet us 
see: The Chicago platform demands Jnter 
alios, the repea: of the Sherman law, a@s a 
cowardly makesh’f{ an obstruction to the 
free coinage of vilver, etc. The obvious 
meaning of this is, if that law was out of the 
way we could have free coinage (1 quote from 
memory, having no cop” of the platform be- 
fore me). That is one of the things | pro- 
pose to put in place of the Sherman law, and 
I propose to vote against uts Tepeal unless 
that be done. If my partys.18s opposed to 
that then its utterances at Chi.“ago were in- 
sincere and intended to deceive if it was 
sincere, then I am trying to stazd on the 
platform. . 

“Again, it pledges the party to the ‘wse of 
both gold and silver on equal terms, witout 
discrimination against either as to coina +4 
etc. Now, if we cease to coin one and re- 
fuse to tender it in payment even of obiiga- 
tions Which by the contract are payable 
therein, we do discriminate against that 
metal in colnage and virtually cease to use 
it. In opposing the repeal of the Sherman 
law without some substitute preserving the 
use and coinage of silver 1 am squarely with 
the party and those who favor unconditional 
repeal are not with it, but are violating its 
su.iemn pledges. 

“Again, the platform pledges the party to 
such legislation as shall maintain the parity 
between gold and silver, so that a gold dol- 
lar and a silver dollar shall be interchangea- 
ble and one as good as the other. Now, in 
objecting to the repeal of the only law on 
our statute books which binds us to the use 
of siiver at all, without some substitute or 
conditions tending to make good the prom- 
ises of the platform, no honest man can doubt 
that I am with and not against the party 
which made those promises. ‘he only pos- 
sible way to avoid this conclusion is to as- 
sume either that those promises were fraudu- 
lent and not binding, or that the party has 
since changed its position and now favors 
abandoning silver altogether, and of neither 
of these propositions is there any proof ac- 
ceptable to me. The pledges of the platform 
are joint and not separable on the subject of 
Silver money. 

“You cannot select one, 
Sherman jaw for example, and propose to 
redeem it alone and denounce those whe i- 
sist on the fulfillment of all as untrue to the 
party or differing from it. Nor will men of 
common sense who are loyal to the purposes 
they profess surrender the advantages of 
their position. The law now in existence 
can be Kept thus by the non-concurrence of 
either the house, the senate or the president 
to its repeal; whereas, that Sherman law 
once repealed, the measures (whatever they 
may be) which re to take its place—to con- 
tinue the use of both gold and silver, main- 
tain their parity, remove the tax on state 
bank circulation and the like—would have to 
be passed by affirmative legislation requiring 
the concurrence of all three branches of the 
lawmuaking department. No sensible man 
aequainted with the situation can believe for 
4 moment that these measures could be passed 
under such circumstances. The power of 
that combined capital which has forced the 
calling of the extra session and is threaten- 
ing to destroy again, and finally, the use of 
Silver money, would certainly be able to in- 
fluence at least one branch of the legislative 
departinent, which would be sufficient for 
their purposes. Be not deceived; evil com- 
munications corrupt good politics as well as 
good manners.

A NUMBER OF INDICTMENTS FOUND. 


The Grand Jury at Nashville Returns True 
Bills Against Bank Officials. 

Nashville, Tenn., Juy 31.--(Special.j—It was 
given out today that the federal grand jury 
at its recent session returned several indict- 
ments in connection with the Commercial 
National bank failure. 

William H. Seoggans, the assistant cashier, 
was indicted on three counts, being charged 
with certifying to three checks for $3,300, 
$3,500 and $30,000, respectively drawn by 
Dobbins & Dazey, when that firm had nothing 
to its credit. 

Frank Porterfleld, cashier, was indicted on 
three counts, the charge being that the 
Commercial bank had an account with the 
Union National bank of Louisville: the latter 
held a note for $12,500, signed by Porterfield. 
M. A. Shurr, Charles Sykes and Lewis T. 
Baxter, which became due March 22, 1893: 
Poterfield wired the Union National bank to 
pay this note out of the Commercial bank’s 
deposit; that this was done and the amount 
charged to the Commercial; that the note was 
forwarded here, the Union bank credited with 
the sum and then carried as cash or an 
asset of the bank. - 

An indictment was also found against 
Porterfield and Dazey jointly, charging them 
with Ph og ° to ruin the Commercial 
Nationa] bank in entering upon and carrying 
on a large scale a scheme of kiting. Up to 
the 15th of March about four million dollars in 
worthless drafts is alleged to have been de- 
posited by Dazey in the Commercial bank and 
the funds secured. Money, it is charged, was 
deposited with the Fourth National bank to 
be telegraphed to New York, whereby the 
drafts would be met.

A PROPOSITION FOR RACES AT MACON. 


fhe Arbitrators Are at W ork—Judge Speer 
andthe Farmers—The News and 
Gossip of the Day in Macon. 


Macon, Ga., July 31.—(Special..—John 
Thomas is dead, and the men who are al- 
leged to have killed him will be defended 
by Mr. Marmaduke Bayne, the able,  elo- 
quent and well-known Macon lawyer. The 
case is an interesting one in which white 
caps figure. Thomas was a “Smart Aleck” 
kind of negro, dudish and insolent. Last 
February in the lower part of the fifth 
district of Houston county, Thomas called 
at the house of a highly respectable lady 
and her daughter, took a seat, and made 
himself quite at home, and was insolent in 
bis talk. After while he left the house, 
avd later when the young lady came along 
the road driving a horse, be tried to stop 
her, but by whipping her horse she was 
able to drive past. Thomas without being 
detained by him. That night a number of 
white caps attacked Thomas and gave him 
a severe beating, from which it was 
thought he would not recover. At the last 
term of Houston superior court the grand 
jury found a true bill against the Leverett 
boys, Willis FT’ranklin and Watson, all 
young white men for assault with intent 
to murder. Solicitor General Felton, hcwev- 
er, would not try the defendants thea on the 
charge, as Thomas was in a critical condi- 
tion, and the solicitor general preferred 
writing to see what would be the result 
of Thomas’s injuries. The information has 
reacsaal Macon that Thomas died a few 
days ago, and the coroner’s jury rendered 
a verdict against the Leverett boys, Willis 
Franklin and Watson of voluntary man- 
slaughter. Watson, however, is dead, hav- 
ing died several weeks before Thomas. 
The trial of the defendants will oceur at 
the next term of court. Their Jawyer, Mr. 
Bayne, will enter a plea for them of not 
guilty. The case excites considerable in- 
terest in Tiouston county, a§ the defendants 
are well known citizens. 

Will Judge Speer Act? 

Judge Emory Speer can niake himself 
solid with the agriculturists of Georgia if 
he will direct Receiver Comer of the Cen- 
tral road to give free passes to delegates 
attending the annual convention of the 
Georgia State Agricultural Society at 
Stone Mountain on the second Wednesday 
in August.

The arbitrators on the value of the Macon 
Gaslight and Water Company are hard at 
work and hope to complete their labors in 
a few days. They are going carefully over 
the entire system, inspecting the company's 
property at every point. The arbitrators are 
men of mature judgment and experience 
and can be relied on to do what is right 
between the city and the company. ‘The 
company asked the city $550,000 for the 
Waterworks. The ctiy was willing to give 
$228,000, There is a wide margin between 
these figures to play upon, and the = arbitrat- 
ors will, no doubt, make a fair award. If the 
award is made upon the entire 
pliant of the company, the ar- 
bitrated price under the term of 
the law and contract now in force be- 
tween fthe city and the company, will 
have to he final. If the award is made 
only upon a part of the plant, the company 
doubtless would not eonsider itself bound 
to abide by the arbitration. There is 
now in existence ‘a twenty-year contract 
between the ctiy and the company. The 
contract has been in operation ,about a 
year. After the arbitration 
made, the city will have to ecall.an election 
to decide whether or not the people are 
willing to issue bends to buy the water- 


- works at the price arbitrated. There must be 


a two-thirds vote of the people in favor 
of bonds. If'the two-thirds is not obtained 
the election goes by default, the bonds are 
not issued, and the twenty-year contract 
now existing between the city and the 
company remains in force. The city was 
authorized by law to make a twenty-year 
contract with the water company. There

‘There shall-be embodied in said contract 
the perrunee to the- mayor and council to 
purchase the system of waterworks used in 
supplying the city at any time during the 
period for which said contract is made 
at a price to be agreed upon at the time of 
sale between the parties te said contract. 
On failure of said parties to agree the price 
to be fixed by disinterested arbitrators, two 
to be selected by each parjg.and three to be 
chosen by those so selected and the decis- 
ion of said arbitrators as to the price to 
be paid shall be final. The contract shall 
further provide that before said purchase 
shall be made the said mayor and council 
shall give notice in writing to the said 
water company one year in advance of its 
intention to purchase’ said waterworks, 
and before said purchase shall be made 
the assent of two-thirds of the qualified 
voters of Macon shall be obtained jn the 
manner now or which may hereafter be 
provided by law to the ineurring of the 
indebtedness for the purchase of said water- 
works. If the provision of said act as to 
the issue of bonds shall not be ratified by 
the said voters as required, then said eon- 
tract shall still remain and continue in full 
force and effect.” 

Many are asking can Macon, under the 
law, issue enough bonds to buy the water- 
works and build sewers? It will be re- 
membered that at a recent election the 
people voted to issue $200,000 of bonds to 
build sewers. If Macon buys the water- 
works soon she can’t build sewers right 
away.

A Cheerful View. 

Those who are inclined to look on the 
bright side of the financial situation 
present some very cheerful facts in stip- 
port of their view. 

Gold is coming back to us from Et- 
rope in large sums every week. Our ex- 
ports are much heavier than our im- 
ports. Many of the suspended banks 
have resumed or are about to resume 
business. In nearly every failure or sus- 
pension the fact has been shown that 
the concerns had plenty of assets but 
were unable to command the cash they 
needed on short notice. Our crops will 
soon be in the market and Europe 
stands ready to pay gold fer them. 

Congress will get to work in a few 
days, and as it is unreasonable to sup- 
pose that the democratic party will re- 
pudiate the pledges in its platform, we 
are justified in believing that the re- 
forms demanded by the peoplegyill be 
carried out. When the signaP comes 
from Washington, trade will revive, our 
languishing industries will go ahead 
with a rush, and the reaction from a pe- 
riod of depression may bring something 
like flush times. 

Let congress press the button and the 
people will do the rest. The first indi- 
cation of the determination of the ad- 
ministration to carry out the promises 
of the democratic platform will restore 
confidence in every quarter of the re- 
public, and when that is done our finan- 
cial depression will be a thing of the 
past. 


Man and the Book. 

Last Sunday an Atlanta divine preach- 
ed a serinon in which he warned his 
hearers not to worship the Bible—not 
to make the mistake of regarding the 
Book as the equal of Christ, but to look 
upou it simply as a help to Christ. 

The preacher meant well, but in this 
age of free thinking, when sgentists 
and critics. are consciously or uncon- 
sciously unsettling the foundations of 
Christian faith, every word that mini- 
mizes the Word of God is doing a seri- 
ous injury to the cause of religion. 

Our Atlanta divine said, among other 
things, that a mother has not necessari- 
ly done much for her boy because she 
has bought him a nice Bible and put it 
in his trunk. We prefer not to hear 
any more of this sort of talk. The ef- 
fect is bad—always bad, and no splitting 
of hairs, and no higher criticism, and 
no subtle explanations can mend the 
«matter. Give us the old-fashioned 
mother who sends her son out into the 
world with a Bible in his trunk, and 
give us the old-fashioned boy who reads 
that Bible every night, with tears in 
his eyes, as he thinks of the old folks at 
home, and their simple lives devoted to 
the cause of the Master. Give us the 
man, woman or child whose hands touch 
the Bible reverently, instead of slinging 
{t about like a dictionary. ‘Give us the 
plain old fellow who quickly takes 
leave of the circle in which crit- 
ics are proceeding to ably explain away 
certain chapters of the scripture, 

We live in an era of restless upheaval, 
and om every hand we see thousands of 
men advocating theories calculated to 
Overturn the law, destroy the state, un- 
dermine the church, separate families, 
and result in violence, anarchy and a 
red carnival of madness. As a safe- 
guard against those dangers, hold fast 
to the old Bible of your fathers. The 
boy who is taught to revérence it: will 
grow up a good citizen, if not a good 
Christian. Destroy the old-fashioned 


columns of interviews with prominent 
business men from every part of the 
state. 

In making editorial reference to the 
article it summarizes the result of its 
investigations as follows: 

Condensed as accurately’ as possible, the 
answers of the business men of Georgia to 
The Telegraph's questions may be stated as 
follows», 

Q—To what do you attribute the present 
financial stringeney? 

A.—To a want of confidence, caused by the 
fear that through the operations of the 
Sherman law the eurrency is about to be de- 
graded; by over-trading and extravagant liv- 
ing; by the export of gold and return of 
American securities from Wurope;: by the 
balance of trade against us: by a conspiracy 
on the part of monometallists to demon- 
etize silver; by the efforts of capitalists te 
create a semi-panic for their own purposes; 
by the alliance or third party agitation in 
favor of dangerous measures. 

Q.—What, in your judgment, can congress 
do to remedy it? 

A.—Repeal the Sherman law; enact a reve- 
nue tariff law; repeal the tax on state bank 
issues; increase the use of silver, if possible; 
permit the free coinage of silver, if the equal 
value of the silver dollar can be insured, by 
putting more metal in it or by other means. 

Q.—Do you favor the unconditional repeal 
of the Sherman silver law? 

A.—Yes. 

The business men interviewed were not 
speaking as partisans, but it will be observed 
that in suggyesti@g remedies they follow 
closely the line of the democratic platform. 
We recommend their views to the careful 
consideration of democratic congressmen from 
this and other states. It is evident that 
democratic business men do not regard the 
platform as having been constructed to help 
win an election, but as a rule of conduct 
by which the agents of the party in congress 
are bound. 

All of which goes to emphasize what 
The Constitution has so often urged as 
to the importance of carrying out to the 
letter the demands of ‘the democratic 
platform. 

The Telegraph is right in the state- 
ment that the business men of the coun- 
try are not of the opinion that plat- 
forms are made to break after having 
served the single purpose of catching 
votes. If the party fools the people 
Qhne time they can never be made to be- 
Heve that it will not do the same thing 
again; hence the importance of the dem- 
ocratic administration justifying. the. con- 
fidence the people placed in the party 
when they put it in power last year. 


Unpleasant Facts. 
The situation in Denver threatens to 
grow more alarming, unless returning 
confidence reopens the mines. The 
thousands of unemployed miners will 
not be backward in resorting to violence 
when they feel the pangs of hunger, 
and the movement already inaugurated 
to supply them with food should be sup- 
ported, if necessary, by the government. 

It should be recollected that these peo- 
ple only recently heard their governor 
threaten to appeal to arms if the money 
power persisted in its anti-silver policy. 
With such an example before them the 
masses cannot be expected to be patient 
and peaceful when starvation menaces 
them. 

But Denver is not the only danger spot 
onthe map. At Paterson, N.- J., 12,000 
operatives are out of work. The Wal- 
tham and Elgin watch factories are to 
cut down half their forces, throwing out 
3,000 men. Several New England mills 
will close down, leaving 5,000 operatives 
Without work. Then, all the wire nail 
factories in the country have shut down, 
and the Harrisburg rolling mill has 
knocked 400 men out. 

This is only a chapter of the trouble 
related in the telegrams of a single day. 
The aggregate of the unemployed can 
hardly be estimated. 

Now, the American masses are law- 
abiding until they feel that their wrongs 
or provocations are unbearable. Then 
they override the law, as our frequent 
lynching affairs in nearly every state 
very clearly show. If the present de- 
pression should continue—if more men 
are thrown out of work, and if actual 
sufferiug ensues, what will be the re- 
sult? 7 

The question needs no answer, and the 
statesmen who will soon be in session 
at Washington will be short-sighted in- 
deed if they fail to proceed immediately 
to redeem the pledges of the democratic 
platform. We nrust remonetize silver, 
restore the old state bank system, re- 
duce the tariff to a revenue basis, and 
impose a graded tax upon large in- 
comes. There will be danger in any 
Other course—serious danger, and the 
money power should see it before it is 
too late. We believe that the gravity 
of the situation is duly appreciated, and 
that congress will lose no time in assur- 
ing the country of speedy relief. To 
take any other view would be to say 
that our lawmakers are leagued with 
the gold shylocks who have driven the 
people to the verge of ruin. 


A Good Suggestion. 

The cyclorama of the battle of At- 
lanta is to be sold today to satisfy a 
claim of about $1,000. 

It would be a great pity to see this 
historic picture leave Atlanta, and in 
this connection The Constitution cor- 
dially endorses the suggestion of The 
Evening Herald that it be bought today 
for the city or county, and permanently 
located at Grant park, with the privi- 
lege of free access to the public. 

The cyclorama cost $37,500, and it is

Relief Before Adjournment. 

Certain elements, having their abode 
mainly in the large financial centers, 
though their agents are variously scat- 
tered about— have begun to advocate a 
very brief session of congress, and then 
an adjournment until the regular ses- 
sion in December. ‘Their theory is that 
there is nothing in politics so important 
as the financial issue, that the Sherman 
law is the financial issue, and that as 
soon as that law is repealed the finan- 
cial question will be settled, and the 
people made supremely happy. 

This theory is worth looking into. 
Does the democratic congress represent 
the wishes and desires of the people, 
or was it selected merely to carry out 
the purposes of those northeastern ele- 
ments that see a profit in the demoneti- 
zation of silver and the issue of gold 
bonds? Was it for this that the demo- 
cratic party was placed in control of 
the government? Has the democrati- 
platform become inoperative, except in 
so far as it denounces the Sherman law 
as a makeshift and demands its repeal? 

These are interesting questions, and 
they suggest others that are equally as 
pertinent When has it come to pass 
that the tariff issue is no longer of such 
importance as it was declared to be 
during the campaign? 
Mclxinley law—that “culminating atroci- 
ty of class legislation’’—lose its power 
of insidiously robbing the people for the 
benefit of the millionaire manufacturers? 
To what extent has its vicious opera- 
tions been mitigated or checked? When 
has it come to pass that congress is able 
to deal with only one question at a 
time, and that by piecemeal? When 
has it happened that congress, after 
disposing of one question, or a. part of 
it, has been compelled to adjourn and 
mop its brows and take a rest? 

No; when congress assembles, it will 
assemble in the interest of the people, 
and it will undertake to put the neces- 
sary machinery in motion for carrying 
out the pledges made to the people in 
the democratic platform. It will take 
up the financial issue for the purpose of 
settling it in accordance with the declar- 
ations of the party, and at the same 
time it will take up the tariff issue and 
proceed to settle it in accordance with 
the democratic demand. Though the 
financial question is important, the Mc- 
Kinley law still pinches. It has not 
lost its potency for evil. It is still rob- 
bing the people, silently and insidiously. 

For these reasons and others that 
might be mentioned, congress will not 
repeal the Sherman law and adjourn in 
an exhausted condition.’ It will go right 
ahead on the lines mapped out by the 
democratic platform. It is a body 
wherein the committee system has been 
brought to a fair degree of perfectio. 
and by means of this system a aozen, 
or even a hundred, measures of reform 
and relief can be carried forward as 
rapidly as is either desirable or neces- 
sary. 

The duty of democratic congressmen 
is to the people; to the people they ar 
responsible, and they will not tamper 
with the keen anxiety which demands 
that all the pledges of the democratic 
platform be carried out. 

Piain Declarations. 

Congressman Geary, of California, in 
his little talk with a newspaper corre- 
spondent at Washington, hits the mark 
squarely in the center when he says: 
“The declarations of the democratic 
platform are so plain that there is no 
chance to misunderstand them.” 

The truth of this is so clear and con- 
vincing that it cannot be too often re- 
peated, especially at this time when 
there is a sinister effort on the part of 
certain men and newspapers to convince 
the public that the democratic admin- 
istration proposes to be its own plat- 
form and its own party, and that it will 
put forward its own plans regardless 
of the pledges made to the people by the 
party ftself in convention assembled. 

The Constitution has imsisted that this 
effort on the part of those who pretend 
to represent the administration is cal- 
culated to sow the seeds of discontent 
in the party and to create demoraliza- 
tion where unity and harmony are es- 
sential. ©

We hear nothing of the democratic 
platform at the north and east, where 
there is a persistent and consistent pur- 
pose on the part of a large element to 
nullify all that is vital or popular in 
that document; where the protectionists 
are demanding he suppression of the 
tariff pledge as the price of their sup- 
port of the scheme to nullify the declar-. 
ation in favor of the double monetary 
standard. 

But it is obvious that this coalition, 
though it be never so successful in the 
northeast, cannot succeed at the south, 
where the people are truly democratic, 
and where they accept every word and 
paragraph of ‘the platform as the em- 
bodiment of true democratic doctrine.

never any effort to smother the meaning 
of these declarations, or to give them 
new interpretations, or to doctor them 
in any way until the money power and 
the protected interests—the gold trust 
and the millionaire manufacturers— 
formed the coalition which is now bring- 
ing its influence to bear on public opin- 
ion, with the intention of embarrassing 
the democratic majority in congress. 
During the campaign, when democratic 
editors and orators were expounding 
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terseness, its clearness. ts 
strength was in the direct, clear-cut style 
in which it set forth the remedies nec- 
essary to bring relief to the’ people—no 
taxation for the benefit of a few, but 
for revenue only; the unlimited coinage 
of gold and silver at a parity with each 
other. It was all plain, simple and 
rect. Nobody tried to misunderstand 
it; nobody pretended to misunderstand 
it. 

But now, in some quarters a great 
change has come over those who were 
engaged in extolling the platform be- 
cause of its eloquent simplicity. The 
people are told by means of hints and 
intimations, that the platform is of very 
doubtful meaning; that perhaps a tariff 
for revenue only means the further pro- 
tection of those charmingly infantile in- 
dustries, which have grown in appetite 
until a large part of the substance of 
the people is necessary to keep a supply 
of pap in their nursing bottles; and that 
it will probably be best to ignore that 
part of the. platform that pledges dem- 
ocrats to the unlimited coinage of both 
gold and silver at a ratio that will in- 
sure their parity—the meaning of the 
declaration being somewhat vague. 

Nevertheless, Congressman Geary 
strikes the keynote of the situation. 
“The declarations of the democratic 
platform are so plain that there is no 
chance to misunderstand them.” The 
money power of the northeast may have 
their views, the mine owners of the 
west may have their ideas, the people 
of the west and south may have their 
several and various plans for the salva- 
tion of the country; but there is the 
democratic platform, with its plain and 
simple declarations. As it represents 
the victory 6f the party so it ought to 
stand for the party’s purpose and for 
the unity and harmony of all the ele- 
ments that make the party progressive 
and powerful.

Chicago was the only city to re- 
port a maximadm temperature lower than 80 
degrees; there the highest temperature for 
the day was but 74 degrees.

NEW YORK, July 31—The government reports a 
Wainfall at San Antonio, Texas late in the evening on 
he 29th of about one inch, and the Liverpool market 
was affected by dispatches received there to the effect 
that rains had sect in generally in Texas and opened 
quiet at a concession from Saturday’s prices. This de- 
cline was subsequently recovered at the closing of the 
market, and the tone was quiet and steady. A few 
baies of new cotton are coming into sight every day 
four bales being reported at Galveston today and two 
at Savannah late Saturday atternoon. These receipts 
are not phenomenailiy early, but indicate that the time 
has arrived when the effect of tne weight of the grow- 
ing crop upon the market will have to be taken into 
consideration. Locally the opinion seems to be that 
unless the situation in financial circles becomes very 
much relaxed, there will be great difficulty in securing 
the necessary funds to move the crop in the south, and 
that a resulting decline must follow. The condition of 
affairs in Chicago, and the difficulty that they expe- 
rience in moving the wheat crop, is cited as what might 
be expected to occur when the cotton crop comes to 
market. Although it is still thirty days before the new 
Crop will begin to move rapidly, the anxieties of the 
past week have caused many to fear that the result of 
the movement of the new crop to market may be sim- 
ilar to that which is now seen in wheat. Crop condi- 
tions, excepting this rain in San Antonio, do not show 
any,material change, and the probabilities that we shall 
produce a large crop of cotton this year are not very 
encouraging; still the situation hinges upoa the finan- 
cial depression now existing inthis country.

CHICAGO, July 81.—There was another bad 
slump in wheat on ehange today and another 
low price record was scored, cash wheat at 
one time being worth only db} 3-4 per 
bushel, while September sold as low as 
57 3-4c. The nominal value of July wheat at 
the close was 56 1-4c: and September left off 
at 59 1-Se or 2 1-8c under closing value ou 
Saturday. New York up to the close had dis- 
posed of eleven boatloads of wheat for export, 
and here it was claimed that 475,000 bushels 
had been worked by a Chicago house, who 
were fortunate enough to have been able to 
place the exchange. The traders in wheat 
oy appeared perfectly amazed until the mar- 
cet opened and holders were found anxious to 
dispose of their property at aimost any price 
that any one chose to offer for it. September, 
which closed on Saturday with apparent firm- 
ness at 6 1-2c, was practically unsaleable until 
it was urged upon buyers at 58c. There were 
a few lots disposed of in the opening melee at 
from 59 3-4c down to 59c. but before buyers 
came forward in any number the price was 
58e, and even 57 3-4e was all that could be 
obtained for an instant. Cash wheat was 
nominally worth only 53 3-4c¢ at the time that 
September touched 47 84c. Lyon & Houlbert 
were unable to meet their margins und gave 
notice to the secretary of the board to close 
out their deals. Chicago receipts were 120 cars 
and Minneapolis and Duluth 2") cars, ar just 50 
per cent of the delivery. The quantity on ocean 
passage on December 1st was 800.000 bushels 
and the visible supply in this country increased 
446.000 bushels, but nearly all of these mat- 
ters received much attention from the specula- 
tors.

By the General Council—One from the 
Pirst and the Other from the Sixth 
Ward—-The Candidates. 


The board of education has two vacant 
chairs. 

The first ward has but one of the two rep- 
resentatives allowed it, while the sixth 
ward is in the same fix. 

But before the board meets again the gen- 
eral council will have met and elected rep- 
resentatives from both the first and sixth 
wards, thereby making the board full. 

Mr. Smith’s resignation created the va- 
cancy in the sixth, while Mr. Inman's 
removal from the fifst emptied one of the 
chairs in that ward. ‘The public school sys- 
tem has always been one of Mr. Inman's 
greatest loves and it is probable that he 
parted from the board of education with 
more reluctance than he ever experienced 
before in giving up anything. 

But the indications are that Mr. Inman 
will be returned to the board within the 
next ten days. 

When Mr. Inman moved out of the first 
ward he moved into the sixth ward—the 
ward which Mr. Smith represented.

While a member of the board of educa- 
tion Mr. Inman’s work was among the work 
of the most industrious and devoted mem- 
bers of the board. Every member of the 
board regretted to see him resign from the 
body and when he went out not only his 
presence, but his work was missed. Imme- 
diately after the resignation of Mr. Smith 
was handed in members of the board sug- 
gested the election of Mr. Inman to the 
vacancy and quite « number of them be- 
gan a canvass of the members of the gen- 
eral council in his behalf. It did not take 
those who were at work long to learn that 
Mr. Inman could be elected without any 
trouble and almost before Mr. Inman knew 
that there was a vacancy in the board from 
his ward enough votes had been pledged 
to secure his election.

Has Something to Say in Reply to Cer- 
tain Newspaper Criticisms. 


TALKS OF HIS BROTHERS’ APPOINTMENTS 


4nd Also About Matters to Come Before 
This Congress—Judge Maddox Was 
in Atlania, Too. 


Hon. Charles I. Moses, the plucky 
young representative from the fourth con- 
gressional district, was met by a Con- 
stitution reporter yesterday evening while 
on his way to Washington. 

He was shown several articles which 
have been published in The Macon Tele 
graph, The Savannah News and The At- 
lanta Herald concerning the appointment 
of his brother as postmaster at Carrollton, 
and the appointment of Mr. L. T. Moses 
as Collector Trammell’s first assistant. 

In one of these dispatches, which was 
published in The Macon Telegraph under 
a Columbus date line, Mr. Moses was 
charged with ignoring Columbus, which is 
one of the largest cities in the fourth con- 
gressional district., On being shown this, 
Mr. Moses said: 

“As it is evident from the specia] from 
Columbus that the object of these critics 
is against me as a supposed candidate for 
congress there is really nothing for me 
to say, as I am not now running for con- 
gress. I assure these men, however, that 
whether I become a candidate or not, their 
little game will not be successful. The 
correspondent from Columbus _ seeks to 
make it appear that I have ignored Colum- 
bus and Muscogee county. In this, the 
correspondent is mistaken. I have not 
been unmindful of the interest of Columbus 
and of her people. I have urged the ap- 
pointment pf a very Alistinguished and 
prominent citizen of Muscogee county to an 
important consular appointment, and I have 
great hopes of securing the position for 
him. I have never lost an opportunity 
to press his claims and the claims of others 
from Columbus and have induced others 
to do so. I did all I could to gecure a 
place for Hon. W. O. Johnson, of Co- 
lumbus, and no one was more gratified than 
1 when he secured his present place in the 
revenue service. 

“As to the appointment of my brother, 
R. N. Moses, as postmaster at Carroll- 
ton, I have to say that there were two 
applicants for the position—Mr. H. C. 
brown, the former postmaster under Mr. 
Cleveland, and my brother being the two 
applicants. Although it was reported to 
me that my brother was the choice of the 
majority of the patrons of the office, I told 
him that I could not recommend him for 
the position if there was an opposing can- 
didate. Mr. Brown afterwards withdrew 
his application in my brother’s favor, and 
as there.was no other applicant then be 
fore me/’for the place, I recommended my 
brother’s appointment. I understand that 
Mr. Brown is now the assistant postmas- 
ter at a good salary, and the people of 
Carroliton seem to be well satisfied and 
pleased. 

“T learn that my other brother, Mr. L. 

- Moses, wilt be Mr. Trammell’s chief 
deputy. He was in the revenue service 
under Mr. Cleveland before, being general 
deputy under the former collector, Mr. 
Crenshaw. His duties brought him in con- 
tact with a great many people in all parts 
of the state, and when the contest for 
United States marshal was on, members 
of congress then in Washington, proposed 
to join me in recommending him to the 
president for the position of marshal, but 
as there were several gentlemen in the 
fourth district who desired the place, I 
thanked my colleagues for their support 
of him and refused to let his name go be- 
fore the president for the position. There 
wag no other applicant for my district for 
the position of chief deputy under Mr. 
Trammell, and I did not know of any ap- 
plicant for the position from the entire 
state. My brother secured his appoint- 
ment through the recommendation of 
strong Georgia democrats who know of 
his special qualifications and fitness for 
the position. Knowing the unjust critiscisms 
that would be made upon me on ac- 
count of his appointment, I tried to dis- 
suade him from accepting the position, as 
many of my friends well know. I had 
promised to support Mr. Trammell for col- 
lector of internal revenue long before my 
brother’s name was mentioned for the posi- 
tion. I never spoke to Mr, Trammell 
about it until after I heard that Mr. Tram- 
mell had decided to give him the place. 
When there was a general desire for his 
appointment I was not selfish enough to 
contend that he should sacrifice_his pros- 
pects to further my interests. He was in 
the public service long before I was, and 
he will stand on his own merits. 

Mr. Moses continued: “I notice a para- 
graph from some of the papers of the state 
and in it a purported statement from me 
about Georgians wanting office and advis- 
ing them to gtay at home, and some other 
such language. The attributing of such 
remarks to me does me great injustice, as 
I never made use of any such expression. 
Since the inauguration of President Cleve- 
land, I’ have given almost my entire time 
to my constituents, trying to secure them 
places under the administration. I have 
done this cheerfully and it has afforded me 
great pleasure to give my time to the peo- 
ple of my district and state. 

He Talks on Public Issues. 

In speaking of the work of the extra ses- 
sion of congress and his views on the im- 
portant questions that will probably come 
before that body, Mr. Moses said that his 
votes and efforts during the session would 
be in accordance with his speeches on the 
stump during the last campaign and his 
pledges to the people, which were the same 
as published by the Chicago democratic con- 
vention. ae a Bag 

“Tl am a young man,” said he, “but in my 
life have seen with sorrow the burden of 
the poor people heaped higher and higher 
with the changing of values through the 
influence of eastern and English capitalists 
and it seems now the same influence is 
working to bring about another change in 
money standards and hence make the 
burden heavier on those who are in debt.” 

Mr. Moses said congress should make 
every possible effort to carry out the Chi- 
cago democratic platform and his vote and 
whole soul would be directed to the accom- 
plishment of that end. He said he was 
commissioned by the people and given a 
platform to stand on and he was going 
to stand there. Mr. Moses predicts a live- 
ly session of congress and he hopes to see 
such legislation enacted as will speedily 
relieve the people of their great burdens.

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General Phil Cook Congratalated on 


Turning Another Milestone. 
FEELING BETTER NOW THAN IN 1866, 


Some Stories of the Brave Old Soldier 


Who Feels More Active Than He 
Did Twenty-EFight Years Ago. 


General Philip Cook turned hie seventy- 
sixth year on Saturday and is now on the 


first quarter of his seventy-seventh year. 

The secretary of state was chipper yes 
terday and walked sprightlier than for many 
a day. 

Replying to a question as to how he felt, 
he said: ‘ 

“Splendidly. I am not quite so active as 
I used to be, but I feel ten times. better 
than Idid twenty-eight years ago today. 
The day that I was forty-eicht years 
old I was on parole in Petersburg, Va. 
That was in 1865. Atlanta had beea 
burned the year before and I did not know 
how my family was. That day I was lying 
in bed looking out of the wirtidow while the

yankee army was going through the streets. 
The captain of one of the eompanies halt- 
ed right in front of the house. He 
leaned on the fence and began talking to me. 
He wanted to know how I felt. A bullei 
bad shattered my right arm and I_was 
not feeling well at all, but answered that 
I would be able to get out after awhile. 
He asked if I had seen General Grant's 
army and wanted to know what I thought 
a.” 

The yankee captain was eurprised at 
the reply. It was in effect that if the 
general had a torpedo and could blow the 
entire army up he would do it in a wink. 
The general does not. tell all of it now, 
but tradition has it that there were some 
expressive words accompanying the remark 
and that they consigned the blue coats to 
a place which is supposed to be kept at 
a high temperature all the year round. 
The landlady, who overheard the fiery 
response, rushed? in, exclaiming: “For 
heaven’s sake, general, do not talk that 
way to that man. The yankees will come 
in there, kill you and burn my house.” 

“I would not bring harm to a shingle of 
your roof,” said the general, and he had 
nothing more to say to the captain on the 
outside and the latter had not a word iv 
say to the wounded general. 

This incident being repeated to some of 
the state house officials who had ealled on 
the secretary of state to congratulate him 
yesterday, Colonel Nesbitt, of the agricui- 
tural department, said: 

“General, the difference between you and 
Stonewall Jackson was that he prayed be- 
tore a battle and you swore before it, dur- 
ing and after it was over.” 

This brought up another incident. Dur- 
ing a retreat in Virginia messages wouid 
come fifteen minutes apart to General Cook 
to keep the rear protected and take care of 
the baggage train. The.army was moving 
toward a river. A man who said that he 
Was a wounded cavalryman came over the 
hill and told the general that a detachment 
of the enemy was crossing another ford aud 
would attack him from the rear. General 
Cook sent the man ahead with an aid to 
report and have assistance ready in case 
of an attack. Within fifteen minutes the 
attack was made. General Cook opened the 
ranks and marched a regiment down on 
either side of the train. tHe rode on some 
distance ahead. He had been wounded 1n 
the leg and did not wear a sword and did 
wot have a pisotl. He came up suddenly 
on a yankee soldier arguing with a driver 
about surrendering. General Cook galloped 
up to the man and ordered him to give up 
bis gun and the order was in the gener- 
al’s emphatic language. Instead of heeding 
the command the yankee turned his car- 
bine on the general and blazed away withb- 
in six feet of his head, but the instant 
before he fired a sharpshooter named Smith, 
who lives now .in south Gseorgia, sent a 
bullet through his head and the enemy's 
bullet flew over the general’s head. 

The attack was repulsed and the wagons 
“were carried off in good grder. Bob Ran- 
som, a brother of Senator Ransom. had 
captured a yankee wagon train during the 
morning. When the attack came on the 
rear Ransom’s men abandoned their booty 
and got out of the way. General Cook 
‘took charge of the plunder and? divided 
it among his men. The next day he had 
a@ requisition duly signed for some wagons 
which Ransom had captured and which Gen- 
eral Cook had appropriated. General Cook 
replied that he had captured a train from 
the yankees and had divided the booty 
among his men and that they would keep 
it. ‘He had appropriated nothing of Ran- 
soms, he stated, and he gave nothing up. 

That sharpshooter says that the way 
General Cook was talking to the yankee 
in the road was as exciting as anything 
he ever heard. The only thing that saved 
the general was the strap by which the ear- 
papel slung over the soldier's shoulder.

FREE FIGHTS AND HEAVY FINES. 


Lawyer Haralson Resents the Lie in Open 
Coart—A Witty Set of Witnesses 
to Deal With, 


It was a howling old time they had of it in 
the modest little justice of the peace court- 
room where Judge Landrum holds down the 
bench yesterday. 

The raging thunder storm on the outside 
tearing down electric wires and raising Cain 
generally was nothing to it, judging from the 
unusual number and varied assortment of 
free-for-all fights. It was the trial of the 
case of David Lamar, the former editor of 
Southern Life, who has figured in quite as 
many sensational stories since his sensational 
pen was sheathed as he ever fancied for the 
entertainment of his readers while the ink 
was moist upon it—the case that David La- 
mar bad brought against Captain Sam Baker 
and his son, William. 

The story ofthe fight between these parties, 
Which occurred Saturday afternoon, was 
given in The Constitution Sunday.

Of course, 
such a man as Captain Baker ecouldn’t stand 
this, and a fight ensvded, Lamar getting beat 
over the head pretty badly by the irate cap- 
tain with a Glub of reasonable size. During 
the scuffle young Baker, it seems, rushes 
madly upon the scene after the fashion of a 
plucky Comanche with a hatchet in his hand, 
but does no d®nage with it, the father being 
fully capable with the assistance of the club 
to paddle his own canoe.

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He Surrendered Himself to Sheriff Barnes 
Yesterday Morning. 


IN WACO, TEXAS. 


HE HAS BEEN 


He , Tells ‘The Constitution of His Trip 
There—How the Company Lost, 
He Gives Bond. 


Nick Murphy put an end to speculation 
and rumor as to his movements, and to 
the search of the police by walking into 


Sheriff Barnes’s office yesterday morning 


and surrendering himself to the law. 

He was very cool about it. He rode into 
the city from his country home, one mile 
south of West End, walked through the 
streets, and to the sheriff's office, where 
he said a pleasdut “good morning,” and said 
he was ready to become a prisoner. He 
was not haggard, or pale, or distressed, 
nor did he appear to have worried himself 
in the slightest. He looked as fresh as 
he did in the other days when he used to 
come down to his Alabama street office 
carly in the mornings to begin his day’s 
work. 

Mr. Murphy returned to Atlanta Satur- 
day. He did not announce his arrival in 
the papers, but he took no particular pains 
to conceal it. He went out to his home in 
the country and spent a quiet Sunday with 
his wife and child. -Sunday he sent Sheriff 
Barnes a short note, saying that he had 
heard that there were two warrants in the 
sheriff's hands for his arrest, and had come 
back to town to give himself up to the 
law. He stated further that he was at 
the sheriff's service, but would like to, re- 
main at his home until yesterday morning. 

Sheriff Barnes was out of town Sunday 
and did not receive this note until after 
nightfall. He decided to let Murphy re- 
main at home that night. Yesterday morn- 
ing Murphy surrendered himself. He was 
carried before Justice Manning, who set 
his bond at $3,000, covering both cases. 
This bond was readily given, Mr. C. M. 
Morris, his father-in-law, becoming his sure- 
ty. Murphy was then a free man. He vis- 
ited the law office of Dorsey, Brewster & 
Hiowell, and had a consultation with Mr. 
Howell. Later in the day he had a second 
taik with Mr. Howell. 

Mr. Murphy was seen by a representa- 
tive of The Constitution, but had little to 
say. 

“I have been to Texas,” said he in an- 
swer to a question ‘““The report published in 
The Constitution that I was in Waco was 
correct. l went there on business and re- 
iuuned there but a snort while. [ went no 
further west, coming direct to Atlanta after 
leaving Waco. 

Murphy said he had no idea that mat- 
ters had taken such a turn until he read 
the Atlanta papers at Waco. He attempt- 
ed no concealment there, registering his 
right name at the hotel where he stopped. 
In Waco he met a young newspaper man, 
formerly emplédyed on an Atlanta paper, 
but now with The Waco News. He'spent 
some time with this young man, who he 
says treated him very badly by putting into 
print the story about. him that was seut 
out from Waco. He had no intention of 
remaining away from Atlanta, and hasten- 
ed back as soon as he learned about the 
troubles here. 

When asked about the cause of the losses 
of the Atlanta Provision Company, of 
which he was manager, Murphy said he 
had nothing to say now. It was best, he 
said, to say nothing at this stage of the 
proceedings. To a friend he said: 

“Noboly regrets the losses of the pro- 
vision company more than 1, and no one 
did more to avert them. It is true that the 
company lost ‘heavily through unwise pur- 
chases made by me, but I acted for what 
] thought was the best interest of the com- 
pany. me instance of this is the purchase 
of 100 cars of bran at one time. On this 
we lost heavily, as it was bought on a 
declining market and had to be sold. There 
are other instances of the same kind. I 
went to Waco to save the company from a 
loss of several hundred dollars.”’ 

Murphy says he has no fears as to the 
final outcome of the charges against him, 
as he feels certain that nothing can ever 
be proved.
